Easy To Maintain 


The seating of hair stuffing and 
springs in the old House, with buttons 
to hold down its covering of hide, 
was too hard, particularly for all- 
night sittings. Buttons had to be con- 
tinually replaced. The covering was 
stabbed through with pencil points 
in attempts to catch the Speaker's eye 
Members damaged the leather by 
cutting papers on it The general 
result was that a permanent mainten 
ance staff had to be employed at the 
House to look after the upholster\ 
Maintenance will still be necessary 
but whereas all the covering of the 
old seating had to be removed tor 
one repair, in future only one narrow 
flute of hide need be taken away 


With Dunlopillo cushioning, buttons 
are no longer necessary The new 
seating has a fluted covering of Con-

The new House is, as we have said, 
a great tribute to the furnishing and 
its allied industries. It is hoped that 
this workmanship of the twentieth 
century will be admired for hundreds 
of years to come 


It is a criticism of this Age, how 
ever, that it was only with consider 
able difficulty that sufficient craftsmen 
were found to carry out the beautiful 
carved work. Indeed, we understand 
that it was necessary to “dig out” 
some elderly craftsmen from. their 
retirement. Does this mean that when 
these men are no longer able to work 
the great craft of English carving will 
have disappeared for » That 
would be a catastrophe, and schemes

He Assembled

Display that Won First 
Prize—and Drew Business 


FEW weeks ago we published 
the story of a firm who had 
won first prize for a window display 
in their local Shopping Week. Here 
is another firm, The Imperial Fur- 
nishing Co. of Newton Abbot, whose 
display also won them a first prize. 
The display was a “live” show, 
featuring a craftsman assembling easy 
chairs in the window 

The scheme was first thought of 
by Mr. Turner, first sales, and was 
organised in conjunction with Dart- 
ington Hall,, Ltd., manufacturers of 
‘Lamda ” chairs, who were most co- 
operative 

The craftsman, Mr. E. Watkins, an 
experienced joiner from Dartington 
Sawmills, had a full-sized bench in 
the window. All the necessary parts 
were displayed around him, includ- 
ing the rough wood (grown nearby), 
sub-assemblies, springs and covers 
(woven at Dartington Hall). 

The display was not difficult to 
arrange It was not necessary to 
make any alterations to the window 
and, with the exception of an electric 
drill, no heavy machines had to be 
installed 

Apart from winning the prize the 
display was a great success from the 
business point of view, Mr. W. H. 
Austin, managing director, told a 
Furnishing World feature writer. 
The sales of “ Lamda”™ chairs during 
the week were very satisfactory. 

The display drew large crowds 
around the window watching Mr. 
Watkins, who started working at
